Methods Adopted? 


“It is known’ that the harbour bed 
in the strait between Victorin and 
Tsimshatsul is “soft" earth, and not 
solid rock at the levels at whieh a 
tunnel Would have to be constructed, 
Tunnel methods depend on the type 
of soll encountered.

Now what are the Immediate 
benefits of holding grens of the 
South Polar regions? 


First, it Is of value in establishing 
whaling stations. (although since 
floating whale oll factories were 
adopted the necd for land bases hus 
diminished), 


But the Antarctic produced more 
than £15,000,000 worth of whale 
olf before the war, and the value of 
the whaling industry has since in- 
creased. 


Secondly, it fs of great help in 
‘metedrolugy, The deep Antarctic 
has been described as oa "Pandorn's 
box." ‘~ 


The knowledge of the  behaytour 
of the’ great Antarctle gales enables 
the weather of the South <Atlantle 
and South Pacific to be forecast uc- 
curately -over a wide area. 

The establishment of meteorologl- 
cal stations ttes up with the strategic 
value of the region, and {t will be 
interesting to see how Admiral 
Byrd's alr base functions. 


Harnessing gales 


FUNALLY mankind may benefit 
greatly by development of An- 
taretic sanatorin, 

This is one of the healthiest re- 
gions in the world, and there have 
been almost dramatic cures of con- 
sumption among men who have 
Joined South Polar expeditions. 

It ts unlikely that there will be
